The Governors who called out the 


militia to prevent the industrials from 
passing through their territory find it 
an expensive method of dealing with 
the unemployed. It in estmated that 
assembling the Utah militia at Ogden 
to prevent the California regiment 
frorigoiag through the territory will 
cost about $10,000. Iowa will also have 
Be/tr-ii thousand dollai-s to pay for get- 
ting the militia to Council Bluffs to 
prevent the 
California 
industrials 


from going through the State. 


In both these instances public opin- 


ion was against the order, and in 
neither case was the presence of the 
militia necessary. At Ogden, notwith- 
standing the order of the United States 
Court to the United States Marshal to 
take possession of the train, compel 
the industrials to board it and take 
them to the Nevada line, the Mayor, 
in compliance with the general senti- 
ment of the people, marched the indus- 
trials oast towa- 1 the Wyoming line, 
and had a train •<" empty cars run in 
that direction for their accommoda- 
tion, and the present-" of troops was 
wholly unnecessary, and at Council 
Bluffs, Iowa, the action of the Gov- 
ernor in ordering out the militia was 
condemned by the people und the 
troops were ordered home. 


It is estimated that there are about 


a million persons in the United States 
to-day out of employment. This is ex- 
clusive of the professional tramps, who 
for years have been riding brake-beams, 
and whose highest and only ambition 
seems to be to get enough to eat by 
begging for it. The million persons, 
who are seeking employment in good 
faith, have nearly two millions depen- 
dent upon them for support. They 
cannot get work, and driven to desper- 
ation, have decided as a last resort to 
congregate at Washington and en- 
deavor to get Congress to inaugurate a 
system of public works which will 
give them employment at living wages 
duringthe present depression. The au- 
thority of Congress to furnish the relief 
demanded is doubted, but if the thou- 
sands now marching toward the Nat- 
ional Capital succeed in reaching their 
destination, the National Government 
or the District of Columbia, will have 
to make some provision for their sup- 
port. There is no law to prevent them 
from peaceably assembling to discuss 
their grievances; they cannot be per- 
mitted to starve in the midst of plenty, 
and the authorities cannot order them 
to bo shot down, and the order would 
very probably not be oboyed if they 
did, 
for simply demanding work and 


food. 


The assembling of the army of un- 


employed at Washington is merely 
transferring the support of several 
thoni md persons from communities in 
all parts of the country to the National 
Cctintal. As it was, the villages and 
towns, in which the unemployed were 
situated, had to support them. If they 
get to Washington the National Gov- 
ernment may have to bear this burden 
until some means is devised to give 
them remunerative employment. 


"It is a condition, not a theory, that 


now confronts the country," and to im- 
prove that condition requires states- 
manship, as it is idle to talk about 
turning the military against unarmed 
and destitute people.

LIQUOR 


The Supreme Court of South Caro- 


lina declared the State ^Dispensary law 
unconstitutional. The decision was 
rendered by Chief Justice Mclver, Jus- 
tice McGowan absenting and Justice 
Pope dissenting. The decision was 
rendered in a case originating in Dar- 
lington and appealed by the State. The 
ground on which the law is declared 
unconstitutional is that it creates a 
monopoly for the State, and the proflt 
to the State is declared vicious. 


Governor Tillman says l.o tried to 


enforce the Dispensary act Because it 
was the law and he foela it iacumbent 
upon him to take such steps as in his 
j idgment will protect the State. He 
will obey the court and appeal to the 
people. 


The attempt to enforce the provisions 


of the Dispensary law cost the State of 
South Carolina several lives and many 
thousands of dollars. It was, for some 
cause, particularly obnoxious to the 
people of the larger towns, though 
farmers and country people generally 
seemed to favor it. 


THE gold in the United States Treas- 


ury is again getting down to the $100,- 
000,000. Friday $3,000,000 m gold was 
shipped from New York to Europe, the 
greater part of which was drawn from 
the treasury. If this continues more 
bonds will have to be issued. Every- 
thing seems to be going the way of the 
gold trust, with the exception of the 
industrial army. 


AN exchange says " Wiienever a Con- 


gressman comes our way he is a states- 
man; when he goes the other way he is 
a lemagogue." The truth of this is 
Very apparent in the goldbug papers of 
Nevada which are now abusing Senator 
Stewart and indicating a disposition to 
treat Senator Jones the same way.

John W. Maokay Wins His Suit 


for $100,000. 


A GREAT STRIKE. 


Seventy Thousand Coal Miners on a 


Strike in the Kant—More Likely to 
Follow. 
PHILADELPHIA, April 21.—A)l miners 


in the Clear Field district of the bitu- 
minous coal regions are on a strike. 
There will be 20,000 men out in that 
territory, added to these are 7,000 in 
Phillipsburg district, 4,000 in Indiana 
district, 6,000 in Kefferson district, 8,000 
in Mountain district, 500 in Black 
county, 600 in Cambria county, 7,100 at 
Pittsburg, 200 at Rulson and 13,000 at 
Clearfleld, making a total of 65,400 coal 
miners who struck to-day in Pennsyl- 
vania 


In the Connelsville region 17,000 


more men are expected to be out Mon- 
day. 


COLUMBUS, O., April 21.—Reports to- 


day at the National headquarters of 
the Miners' Union, are to the effect that 
in the Black coal fields of Indiana, 
where the men have a contract, they 
will work two days a week until May 
1st when they will join the suspension, 
The Maryland has joined in the sus- 
pension. On New and Kanawaha riv- 
ers there is every indication of a gen- 
eral suspension. It ia an open secret 
that the operators in this region are in 
sympathy with the strike and hope 
that the miners will win. Seven hund- 
red men are out at New Straitsville. All 
miners in Sunday Creek valley are out, 
about 1,500. 


At Jackson 4,000 men struck. At 


Pomeroy miners in 22 mines struck. 


SPRINGFIELD, 111., April 21.—Fifteen 


hundred coal miners iu this district 
struck to-day. 


THE INDUSTRIAL ARMY IN IOWA. 


What the General Manager of a Rail- 


road Buys of Its Personnel. 


DBS MOINES, April 21.—General Man- 


ager St. John of the Rock Island & Pa- 
cific Railroad does not think the peo- 
ple have anything to fear from the 
Commonweal Army while it is passing 
through the country. He said : "It is 
made up of sober, intelligent, de- 
termined men, nine-tenths of whom 
are American born. They are respect- 
able, honest and remarkably well or- 
ganized. There are no bums among 
them. If they have a few more days of 
such treatment as they had during the 
last few days, it is terrible to think 
what may happen. You can't tell what 
men will do when hungry and hunted 
down. This gathering is like a whirl- 
wind. It is very similar to the French 
revolution. It is a terrible thing, and 
makes me sad to find 1,600 respectable, 
well-meaning men reduced to such 
desperate straits in this country. We 
expect these things in the old coun- 
tries, but it is no part of the program 
of this Republic. It makes us feel 
that something is wrong with the Gov- 
ernment." 


Mr, St. John spoke highly of General 


Kelley, pronouncing him a man of 
character and a thorough Christian 
capable of managing the army. He 
thought that fully 100,000 men would 
assemble at Washington. 


MACKAY WINS. 


A Suit for 9100,000 Decided iu His 


Favor. 


NEW YORK, April 21.—In the suit of 


John Anderson, an ex-member of the 
Produce Exchange, who brought action 
against John W. Mackay in the United 
States Circuit Court before Judge 
Shipman for $100,000 for services as 
manager of ttrer Commercial Telegram 
Company and his interest in the stock 
of the company, the jury rendered a 
verdict to-day in favor of Mr. Mackay. 
Mr. Anderson, it was alleged, entered 
into a contract in 1885 with Edward 
Stokes, who was then the owner of the 
Commercial Telegram Company, by 
which he was to receive a salfu*y as 
manager and one-fourth of the com- 
pany's stock. 
On January 1, 1889, 


Stokes sold the stock to Mackay, and 
one of the considerations of the pur- 
chase, it was alleged, was that Mackay 
waa to assume all liability for the con- 
tract entered into between Anderson 
and Stokes. Mackay testified that he 
merely said to Anderson that he would 
do whatever was just and right in the 
matter when he inquired into it. 


PROHIBITION OR 
NOT. 


That What U Puzzling South Carol! uan». 


COLUMBIA, S. C., April 21.—Every dis- 


pensary in the State was closed to-day 
by order of the State Board of Con- 
troL The liquor on hand cannot be 
disposed of except by authority of the 
Legislature, and it is likely that an 
extra session will be called at an early 
day, there being considerable doubt as 
to whether the decision of the Su- 
preme Court really provided for pro- 
hibition. It is probable that the State 
will get up eome sort of test case and 


an explicit declaration from tte 


Court on this point, and ia case it is 
definitely decided that prohibition is a i 
law it is likely the Legislature will pro- 
vide for a small army of constables to 
see that the law is enforced. 


Telegraphic Notes.

Admiral De Mello yesterday issued 


a proclamation at Buenos Ayres de- 
claring that the insurgent territorial 
army did not support the insurgent 
squadron and that he relinquished the 
contest in consequence of the absolute 
lack of means. 


A series of terrible earthquakes de- 


stroyed many lives and much property 
in Greece yesterday and day before. 
Six towns are in ruins. At Thebes five 
hundred houses fell. The city is panic 
stricken. A large stone fell from the 
famous gate of Hadrian. 


Another delegation of workingmen 


numbering six hundred left Philadel- 
phia yesterday to petition Congress in 
person not to pass the Wilson bill.

joined by the other delegation which 
went the day before. A committee was 
appointed to wait on Senators Voor- 
hees, Brice, Smith and Hill, but in each 
case the Senators were " not at home."

THE COT IN EMIGRANT RATES. 


A IiOglng Game for the Union Pacific. 


A new rate for emigrants from New 


York to California goes into effect to- 
day. According to the schedule issued 
by the Western Passenger Association 
only $16 10 is allowed for carrying 
emigrants from Missouri river points 
to California. No tickets are sold at 
Missouri river points at this rate, but 
it is the amount that is added to emi- 
grant tickets sold in New York for 
transportation from the Missouri river 
to California. It ia said the Union 
Pacific has to pay the Central Pacific 
$16 10 on all emigrant business from 
Ogen to San Francisco. If this is so 
the Union Pacific will get nothing for 
its services from Omaha to Ogden, and 
it is not likely to play such a losing 
game for any great length of time. 


No tickets for California points are 


sold at Omaha or Kansas City for less 
than $&5.

started for Carson, distance 16 miles, 
at which place they arrived in two 
hoard over a very rough road. 


Here .a stop was made from 1:30 until 


3 o'clock when the last stretch of 30 
mi'es was undertaken. 


Prut'. Miller remained at Carson until 


t'je night train and Prof. Hillman stop- 
pad off at HOSB Lowers' ranch, return- 
ing from Franktown on the evening 
train. 


The party arrived in Keno as follows: 


Professors Wilson and Lewers at 7:39 
o'clock, Professor Church at 7:45 and 
Messrs. Beebe and Stadtmuller about 8 
o'clock. 


The round trip is not far from 70 


niles, and is equivalent to about 100 
miles on a good road.

he riders had to dismount and carry 
their wheels over every culvert.

the Cliff Dwellers.

That Utah is a prolific field for the 


antiquarian is well known and is be- 
joming more so as every succeeding 
ear brings to light something that 


shows the seientists there is much that 
hould yet be investigated. 
In this 


connection it may be stated that an ex- 
hibit of some mummies recently found 
n caves between Elk and Blue mount- 
ains at the head of the Comb Wash, 
which empties into the San Juan river 
en miles below Bluff City, was opened 
ip in Salt Lake City a few days ago. 


In the collection, which is evidently 


no "fake," there are seven mummies, 
all very well preserved. One is a giant, 
me a chief, two are women and two are 
boys. At first many have thoughtthey 
were cliff dwellers, but as they were 
ound underneath the ruins of the 
liff dwellers' habitations, and have 
eddish hair instead of black, and have 
not the flatness on the back of their 
heads, besides possessing Caucasian 
kulls, it seems evident that they be- 
onged to some race antedating the 
liff dwellers that lived in caves. The 
bodies were all cramped up in con- 
trained positions, covered with a very 
mrious matting or blanket of wool and 
eathers, then packed around 
with 


edar bark and covered with earth. 
They were found in various positions. 
With them were found the evidences 
of the existence of hundreds of tur- 
keys, and by the side of one of them 
was a well preserved specimen of a 
mouse. 
So well preserved were the 


bodies that it could be told that the 
boy-had met a violent death, the mour,- 
ache is still on the face of the chief 
and the course of a vein can be seen on 
an arm of a woman. 


With these remains 
were found 


many carious relecs. There were some 
black ashes in a receptacle made of 
wood. There was some red corn in an 
earthern 
vessel.

'erent from that of the present day,> 
Wdre also in evidence. An onyx pipe 
lollowed out, no one knows how, some 
ery beautiful flint arrow heads, broken 
bowls, skulls and many other very in- 
eresting things were found.

On the Bowery not far from Broome 


street ia a pawnbroker's sale shop, the 
proprietor of which makes a apecialty 
of dealing in college fraternity pins and 
badges. 
Yon may examine every other 


pawnshop and gale store on the Bowery 
and find not more than five or six each 
emblems in all of them, bat in this 
ebop, occupying a conspicuous position 
in the show window, there is always a 
velvet covered tray on which a dozen or 
more pins of different secret societies 
are displayed. The place is getting to 
be kncs a among college men, and peo- 
ple wl .j have lost fraternity badges go 
there r., tho first step to finding them. 


Eveiy few weeks the proprietor of the 


place goes on a toar of the pawnshops 
looking for badges, and in his long ex- 
perience he has picked tip u fund of in- 
formation about college fraternities that 
would put the average graduate to the 
blush. There is not much money in that 
particular branch, he says, but he has 
become interested in it and made it a 
sort of study. Not only does he know 
the emblems of every fraternity in this 
part of the country, but he is a perfect 
encyclopedia of information regarding 
their relative size, importance and the 
peculiar cbaracteiistics of each society 
and of the colleges in which each has its 
chapters. One would be certain that he 
himself is a college man but for certain 
peculiarities of speech that proclaim tho 
east sider and his positive assertion that 
he has never been inside the doors of a 
culLge and has never even seen any but 
the local colleges from the outside. 


A reporter in search of a lost badgd 


which ho thought might have found its 
way, 
as many lost articles do, into a 


Bowery pawnshop went into this store 
to look over the stock of fraternity pins. 
Ho didn't find his badge, but he found 
many others. The proprietor had some 
interesting things to tell about some of 
his pins. 


"There ain't many things in this line 


that's fun," said he, "Aman wouldn't 
go into it for his health. But this secret 
society pin business is mighty interest- 
in. 
Of course you understand it's only 


a side lay—not my regular trade. How 
did I get into it? 
Why, the funny let- 


ters on the pins used to catch me when 
I was on the lookout for stuff in the 
hockshops, and I began pickin 'em up. 
Then I got interested inore by an old 
gent from the University club that was 
up on that line and used to tell me 
things about the badges and their differ- 
ent organizations. He came into my 
shop one day to look at a badge. That's 
how I got to know him. He used to send 
me books and magazine articles on fra- 
ternities till I got to know as much 
about it as he did, and now I guess they 
ain't many college societies in this part 
of the country that I don't know enough 
a bout to surprise the members if I want- 
ed to tell it. 


"They ain't a college fraternity in 


the east but what I've handled one or 
more of its pins. I'm keepin tab on the 
hocksbops all the while, and whenever 
I find a badge I nail it. 
Usually I get 


'em cheap, for they ain't any demand 
for 'em to speak of. Occasionally a man 
brings in a pin to me, or I see one on a 
bum's coat and buy it, but it's mostly 
the pawnshops. How do I e'pose they 
get there? Well, most of 'em are lost, 
I think. I know enough about 'em to 
know that the last thing a college 
man'll hock is his society pin. 
When 


they do hock 'em, though, it's down 
here, and not up town, where they think 
other college fellows may go in and see 
'em. They get mighty little on 'em, 
for the hocksnop men are dead leary of 
things they don't understand. Of course 
the pin itself has a good deal to do with 
it. 
If it's heavily jeweled, a man may 


get half its value on it. Then pins that 
are a marked design hock well, because 
they sell well.
